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REMARKS 

For the convenience of the Examiner, the following Remarks are organized under 
appropriate subheadings. 

Office Action Summary 

In the Deposition of the Claims section of the Office Action Summary page, Claims 5-7, 
13, 17, 18 and 66 are indicated as pending and Claims 5-7, 13, 17 and 66 are indicated as 
allowed. Applicants assume the Examiner inadvertently omitted Claim 1 8 as allowable and that 
Claim 18 is allowed. 

Amendments to the Specification 

The Examiner suggested that Applicants delete the Table of Contents in the first two 
pages of the Specification. As suggested by the Examiner, Applicants have amended the 
Specification to delete the Table of Contents. No new matter has been added in the amendment 
to the Specification. Entry of the amendment to the Specification is requested.

The Examiner stated that there is no statement under 37 CFR § 1.821(f) in the record.
